I think part of the problem is 
that the girls don't necessarily know each other OR us very 
well, so it's an intimidating concept to them. The other issue is 
that the school year is ending here, so our girls that were 
coming are stressed out about exams and end of year projects. 

So for now we're going to try to focus on developing friendships! 
more individually. Schools had a break the first week of 
October, so we took advantage of that to make plans with a few 
girls during lunch breaks or after work. By the end of that 
week, we had spent some quality time with three girls. Pleaseprau for wisdom and patience in 
decisions regarding these girls, and also for energy to take advantage of every opportunity to reach out 
to them. Every Sunday has been a battle in my heart between the desire to just sit down in my seat 
behind the praise team to avoid everyone and greeting and talking with my church family the way I 
know I should. I will seriously appreciate your prayers that I would go to church on Sundays with the 
purpose of reaching out to people instead of just being there to sing.

So it's actually a little silly how 
we ended up teaching our first 
lessons to the kids. Our boss 
was joking several weeks

Well we had no clue that she was joking, 
and prepared lessons for the kids. When she finally told us it was a joke, we were so prepared that she 
gave us the option to teach the theme or not, and we both chose to go ahead and teach it. She was 
impressed with us, and it is now highly likely that in the new year one or both of us will be responsible 
for our own classrooms. Some of the schools have requested that we teach English, so there's also a 
possibility that one of us will have her own classrooms and the other will go around to all of them 
teaching a few minutes of English, the way Abbie Wilson teaches sign language in the mornings.

The school years in public schools in Honduras go from February to November, 
therefore DESEO finishes in the schools the last week of October. For our last week 
in the schools, we prepared a drama to go with a famous song called "Arrebato." It's 
about taking back from Satan the things that don't belong to him. After the drama, 
we passed out the final grades in our classrooms, with prizes for those few who got 
100%, and smaller gifts for everyone else, like balloons or pencils. Some of the 
schools prepared an entire program to say goodbye to us, with children singing, 
reciting poems, or dancing and the directors thanking us for our work. It was super 
precious, and so hard to say goodbye to some of the kids, especially the older ones
